DETAILED ACTION 

All prior rejections are obviated through amendment. 
New art is presented. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 7 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Marchosky et al. (4.719,919). 

A thermistor is defined as a resistor whose resistance changes with temperature. 
Because of the known dependence of resistance on temperature, the resistor can be 
used as a temperature sensor. The Applicant's amendments add language describing 
the function of a thermistor. 

Marchosky et al. discloses a heater (34), a driving circuit (60), an initial 
characteristics measuring device (36) a heat setting device (36), and a control unit (16, 
22, 58). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 11,15 and 17 are allowed. The prior art neglects to disclose or suggest in 
the context of the allowed claims an identifying device for each one of a plurality of 
treatment tools and a resistance value detecting device. The actual allowance of these 
claims is contingent upon a requisite update search not finding art teaching or 
suggesting the above limitations. 
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Claims 2-6, 8-10, 12-14 and 16 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The actual allowance of these 
claims is contingent upon a requisite update search not finding art teaching or 
suggesting the above limitations. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
